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New Crew Club Opens Doors to Tri-Town

Crew is a sport that is often times characterized as 
exclusive - a sport only available to the wealthy or to 
students who attend private schools. But there's a new 
group based in Fairhaven that is allowing rowers alike, no 
matter age nor skill, to hit the water and give the sport a 
chance. The Phoenix Crew Club is opening its doors to the 
public and encouraging everyone to come check it out. 

"We're a newly formed club," said Head Coach 
Carolyn McGonagle. "I was Head Coach of New Bedford 
Community Rowing for two years but they made some 
changes and pushed us out of there. My loyalty is with 
the kids, so we wanted to find some boats and a location 
to launch from so we could continue to do programming 
and get the kids out on the water." 

Phoenix Crew originally launched in Mattapoisett 
Harbor when the club first originated earlier in the spring 
before moving to their current location at 30 Beach St. in 
Fairhaven. However, the club accepts memberships from 
all neighboring towns. Current rowers fail from Westport, 
Dartmouth, Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester. 

McGonagle's rowing career began at the 
University of Massachusetts in Amherst. After graduating 
in 1998, she coached in Boston, Savannah, Georgia 
and San Francisco before landing on the SouthCoast in 
New Bedford. With her nearly 20 years of experience 
in the sport, she knows the benefits the sports holds for 
students. 

"It teaches them teamwork and also individual 
responsibility," said McGonagle. You always want to be 
the fastest guy in the boat, but it doesn't matter in the 
boat, if you can't work with other people, you'll slow the 
boat down." 

While crew is a sport that occurs on water, it's 
work done inside the classroom that McGonagle also

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hopes to focus on at Phoenix Crew. 

"Crew is a very good way to get into college, 
particularly for girls," she said. "Because it's such a niche 
sport, if a kid learns how to row in high school and they 
go to college, they'll automatically make the team and be 
a collegiate athlete. For the kids that want to work hard, 
we'll talk about colleges, being a recruited athlete vs. a 
non-recruited athlete, SAT scores, and we'll get the kids 
thinking about getting into college ahead of time." 

Heading into the summer, there are currently 17 
student rowers enrolled at Phoenix Rowing. The program 
is also open to adults who are looking for a good, low- 
impact workout. 

"I've seen people in their 80's rowing," said 
McGonagle. "It's low-impact. I've seen people with hip, 
back, knee and ankle injuries do it. It's a great way to 
get a really hard work out and protect your body. It's 
definitely a sport to do for life." 

For the rowers who are serious about racing, 
practice will be held on the Acushnet River at 5:30 am.

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For those looking for a more casual approach, beginners 
classes will be held in the evenings. As the club's 
membership grows, McGonagle hopes to field both adult 
and student programs, as well as separate the boys and 
the girls into varsity and novice squads. For now, they are 
practicing together as a co-ed unit. 

McGonagle hopes that the reputation of Crew 
being a wealthy sport will not scare away those interested 
in pursuing it. She said there are scholarships available for 
those who cannot afford it. 

"We never turn anyone away,'' she said. "If they 
can't pay anything, they don't." 

In addition to getting more members. Phoenix 
Crew is also focused on fundraising and securing official 
501(c) (3) non-profit status. Once funding is secured, 
McGonagle hopes to open an indoor facility with 
training and classrooms available to emphasize both the 
importance of athleticism and academics.

Survival Students Return from Journey

Imagine being separated from your son or 
daughter for one week, sending them off into the 
wilderness with no form of communication. Time passing 
by slowly as you wait for their return. Fortunately for the 
hundreds of parents of the ORRJHS students participating 
in the annual Survival program, that wait came to an end 
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on Saturday, June 16 when the children were returned 
safely to the school. 

"It's been difficult, but it's good for him to 
be away," said Sue Seguin, whose 13-year-old son 
Pat Cummings participated in the trip. "He's being 
independent and he's with his friends. He's probably had 
a great time." 

The students departed their families on June 
9 and made their way to an undisclosed location in 
western Massachusetts near the Berkshires. Spending 
every moment outdoors hiking, parents grew nervous 
given the unseasonably chilly and rainy June the area has 
experienced thus far. 

"It's been nerve- wracking," said Joanne Larock, 
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mother of 13-year-old Survival participant Diana. "I 
thought of her often, especially with the rain. I thought of 
her being out in the elements at night when we were cold 
and would shut our windows and the fact that she was 
out there with no windows to shut.'' 
The parents anxiously awaited as hundreds of backpacks 
were dropped off prior to the students' arrival. They 
waited in the exact area in which they dropped off their 
children and gave them last minute advice prior to 
boarding the bus. 

'T told him to be positive, be a good leader, try to 
help other kids if they need help and remember to try and 
stay cheerful," said Seguin. 

'T told her that it's going to be really hard, but 
remember that scores of people have done this before you 
and you can do it," said Larock. 'T told her to find her 
inner strength, feel her muscles and that she could do it." 

Despite the anxiety of being separated from their 
children, the parents knew the valuable lessons that this 
trip had in store for the students. 

"We have to let them see what they're capable 
of," said Larock. "Although it's difficult, you can push 
through anything. Before they get into more challenging 
years academically in the high school, to have this within 
themselves is a huge life lesson." 

Shortly after 3:00 pm and led by a police escort, 
two busloads of chanting and cheering students pulled 
into a parking lot filled with hundreds of families 
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and friends clad with signs and bubbles to greet their 
survivors. 13-year-old Morgan Bliss got off the bus and 
ran to her mother and gave her a huge hug. 

"I was so homesick when I was there/' said Bliss. 
"To see my family is so great, thank god Tm home. I did 
not like being away from home." 

In addition to seeing her family, there was something else 
Bliss was looking forward to as well. 

"Fm looking forward to food," she said. "I've 
been craving pancakes all week." 

Although Bliss felt homesick, she walked away 
from the trip with a very valuable lesson. 

"I learned not to take anything for granted, like 
my family and my house," she said. 

ORR Underclassmen Achievements 

Recognized

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The awards covered the academic subjects of English, 
Social Studies, Mathematics, Science & Technology, and 
Classical and Modern Languages, as well as the electives 
in Unified Arts. 

In presenting the awards for the Classical and 
Modern Languages, DevoU was proud to state that ORR 
offers three programs of language study: Latin, Spanish, 
and French. DevoU additionally presented awards from 
the National Latin Exam to students who scored highly 
on the annual test as well as recognized students who 
have taught foreign languages to elementary students in 
the district as part of an after-school program. 

Devoll briefly recognized English teachers Judy 
Johnson and Terry Dall before presenting the awards for 
that subject; both teachers will be retiring at the end of 
the year. Devoll said that there have been 154 applicants 
for the single open English teacher position, and that 
whoever joins the ORR faculty will have large shoes to 
fill. 

The underclassmen were also presented with 
special awards of recognition. Ten students, five boys and 
five girls, were recognized for being selected by faculty to 
attend Boys' and Girls' State from June 16-22 at Stonehill 
College. 

"It's a life-changing experience for many of the 
students who go off and attend," Devoll said. 

Kelly Merlo, an underclassman unable to attend 
the Awards Night because of the cramped Survival/ 
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final exams schedule, was presented with the MassStar 
Leadership Award. Devoll described Merlo as ''a top- 
notch, enthusiastic, and motivated student/' 

Merlo' s mother attended the Awards Night 
to receive her daughter's award, proudly telling the 
audience that her daughter thoroughly enjoyed the 
MassStar Conference. 

"She had a great time and you might have 
created a monster," she joked about her daughter's 
enthusiasm for the conference. 

11 students were recognized for participation in 
the summer program known as Project Contemporary 
Competitiveness, which also takes place at Stonehill 
College. In addition to presenting an award to the 
students, Devoll read the names of the classes for which 
they have registered, which ranged from Model Rocketry 
to American Sign Language.

The remaining 
six underclassmen received the Gold Medal, which 
recognized their community service of at least 250 hours. 

In the remaining awards, Devoll gave special 
recognition to Morgan Browning and Jackie Dyson. 
"Both of the young ladies are high achievers," Devoll 
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Fitness Equipment Repair 
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said. ''They are outstanding individuals and great 
ambassadors for our school/' Devoll also recognized 
Leah Thomas and Grady Branagan for their service and 
achievements. 

Kristin Nascimiento received the prestigious 
Harvard Book Award, which is presented to the junior 
with the highest class rank. With the book comes the 
agreement of local Harvard alumni to assist the recipient 
in applying to Harvard, if they so desire.

advice and explained how conscientious gardening can 
enrich biodiversity - which means the number, variety 
and genetic variation of organisms found within a specific 
geographic region.

Hogan's husband. Warren Leach, noted during 
the talk that lawns take up double the land than national 
parks. Mowed lawns are not good incubators for life, he 
said. 

"If we can change our own practices, we can 
change our landscape,'' Hogan said. 

To create a garden attracting butterflies, a variety 
of plants should adorn a yard. Fragrant yellow, purpose, 
and white flowers will attract butterflies, which often 
rely on smell to locate nectar. Also many plants should be 
available for choosy female butterflies to lay their eggs. 
Trees also are important harboring grounds for these 
insects. 

" K lot of butterflies actually grow up in trees," 
Hogan said. She also advised that a water source be 
available to nourish the insects and birds. 

Hogan listed off many plants that attract 
butterflies: butterfly weed (asclepias tuberosa) for 
monarch butterflies and red clover (asclepias tuberosa) for 
monarch butterflies, hummingbirds and clear wing moths. 

Other plants she recommended to attract the 
winged beauties include: dandelions, purple cane flower, 
black eyed susan, daisy fleabone, sunflower, Mexican 
sunflower, hawkweed, yarrow, butterfly bush, ironweed. 
New Jersey tea, honeysuckle, violets, among others. She 
also recommended laying out ripe fruit.

LaCamera suggested either having the facilities 
cleaned on a more regular basis or lock the bathrooms like 
they do with the bathrooms at other fields in town. 

Ross was concerned with the amount of money 
available to the Park Commission from the town, but 
LaCamera assured that there was $25,000 available to the 
board; $15,000 of the money is appropriated by the town 
and the additional $10,000 is taken from the Beach Sticker 
Revolving Fund to provide extra revenue. LaCamera said 
the majority of these funds have not been used and are 
available if requested. 

The Selectmen also addressed their concerns of 
the process by which the Park Commission goes about 
updating their fields and having different systems 
installed. LaCamera cited the issue of a tank that is 
supposed to be installed at one of the fields by June 30. 
However, the paperwork the Park Commission submitted 
for this project is not sufficient for a variety of reasons. 

First, the initial proposal was not dated. Since 
there was no date on the proposal, the selectmen worry 
that the project will be audited. Secondly, the Park 
Commission only pursued one bid on the job, when the 
board said they should have consulted at least three 
different contractors. 

''We cannot give out contracts to people we 
know,'' said LaCamera. "That's the worst thing that we 
could do." 

The last issue the board raised was that of private

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entities using the town's fields as a way to make money 
for their own businesses. Rock Buddies, a fitness company 
that has been utilizing the facilities on Dexter Lane, has 
been writing checks to the Park Commission for use of the 
field, and they have not deposited them into an account, 
leaving the Selectmen wondering what happened to the 
money. Furthermore, none of the private entities using the 
fields have submitted insurance waivers to the town. 

"I have an issue with this,'' said LaCamera. "This 
is a huge liability for the town." 

Ross, although newly elected to the Park 
Commission, said that he would address the Board's 
concerns with the Commission to make sure they get 
resolved.

In other news, LaCamera gave an update on 
the proposed solar project that was approved at Town 
Meeting. LaCamera said the pilot plans have been 
executed, however they are still 2-3 weeks behind on the 
process as they await the final designs to be pitched to the 
Planning Board. He anticipates the designs to be ready in 
mid-July. 

The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to 
appoint both Robert Francis as Chairman of the Adult 
Day Care Project and Diana Knapp as Assistant Treasurer.

New Balloon Test Required For Cell Tower 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 
By Eric Tripoli 

The Mattapoisett Planning Board convened for 
their regular meeting on Monday, June 18, to continue 
the hearing regarding the construction of a 145-foot cell 
phone tower, proposed to be installed off the end of Jane 
Lane, near Marion Road. 

" The site itself will be 883 feet off of Route 
6. The lease area we have is for a 100 foot by 100 foot 
compound,'' said Kevin Delaney, representing the 
applicant. Industrial Tower & Wireless. "At the last 
meeting, we were asked to conduct a balloon test. We 
performed that test on Friday May 11th between 1:00 pm 
and 5:00 pm. Because of the distance from Marion Road, 
the visual is minimal." 

Delaney provided photographs to the Board of 
the test taken from different vantage points around town, 
but the Board was not satisfied with the conditions of 
the test. Planning Board member Karen Field said that 
she looked for it in the parking lot of Turk's and from the 
entrance to Jane Lane, but was unable to find the balloon. 
Planning Board member John Mathieu spoke sharply 
about his discontent with the balloon test. 

"We all work. You flew a balloon when most of 
us were at work. As far as Fm concerned, this balloon 
test was wholly insufficient. Fm not satisfied with this 
whatsoever. Right now I have a real problem with this. 
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Can not be used on the day of purchase. No cash redemption. Please mention coupon when ordering.

I haven't talked to anybody who saw this balloon/' said 
Mathieu. 

'1 didn't get home until after seven o'clock so I 
didn't see it," said Chairman Thomas Tucker. 

'T think you need to provide a longer duration 
balloon test for the people who work throughout the day," 
said member Ron Merlo. "I would like to see a balloon 
test for the day on a Saturday, so people coming and 
going can see it." 

Delaney said that the Board did not provide them 
with any requirements for the balloon test and the town 
by-law does not include any specific expectations. 

In addition to the concerns over the balloon 
test, several abutters present at the meeting were not 



convinced that installing the tower was going to be a 
benefit to the town. 

"We are the closest occupied dwelling to that 
site. We're not in the fall zone, but we're pretty close," 
said Jane Lane resident Jack Hillier. "Go to Shipyard 
Park and see the flagpole. It's over 80 feet. And this new 
tower is almost 150 feet. I think this tower is an industrial 
intrusion on our neighborhood." 

"At the last meeting of the Board, I came here to 
remind the Board that in 1998, a cell tower was proposed 
in the Aucoot area of town," said Aucoot Road resident 
Brad Hathaway. "As a result of the meetings that were 
held and the opposition of the people, the Planning 
Board, at the Annual Town Meeting, sent out an article.

That particular article did not engender any controversy 
at all and passed unanimously But somehow that action 
has seemed to slip through the cracks/' he said. 

David Pierre, who also lives on Aucoot Road, 
was supportive of the construction of the tower, citing 
personal security and convenience. 

"My wife, my daughter, and I moved to 
Mattapoisett a few years ago. It's just a wonderful place 
to live. The one big negative, though, for us, has been the 
cell phone service. I can't even get cell phone service in 
my own house," he said.

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Merge Possible for Marion EMS, FD 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Town Administrator Paul Dawson recommended 
that the Marion Board of Selectmen consider a merge 
between the town's EMS team and Fire Department. 
Dawson made the suggestion at the board's regular 
meeting on Tuesday, June 19 in the Marion Town House. 

"We believe the time has come for the board 
to consider formally merging both departments/' said 
Dawson. "We think it makes sense. Far more good is 
going to be accomplished here than negative." 

Dawson's main reasoning for the merge is to cut 
down on the redundancy of filing two sets of paperwork 



for different aspects of each department, which ultimately 
cuts down on efficiency. 

While Selectmen Jody Dickerson, Jon Henry and 
Stephen Gushing all seemed receptive to the idea, they 
still wanted more information. 

"I would like to see a formal presentation 
conceptually of what it will look like," said Gushing. 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen met with the 
Marion Selectmen to discuss plans to extend the water 
lines 1,200 feet from Rochester into Marion. The lines 
would affect five homes on Mary's Pond Road and the 
water main source would be from Perry Hill. The Marion 
Selectmen voted unanimously to approve the project. 
Rochester will draft plans and put the project out to bid to 
contractors. 

Under the recommendation of Dickerson during 
his campaign, the board will begin meeting regularly with 
various public offices in town for routine updates to better 
improve communication among the different departments 
in town.

or other emergency situations. Also, all officers on staff 
must undergo 16 days of in-service training each year. 

Chief Miller said due to the increased population 
in the summertime, particular around the center of town, 
they would be enforcing speeding laws by doing more 
speeding checkpoints. 

Harbormaster Mike Cormier said from a financial 
standpoint, the harbor management is right on point, 
with 90% of vessels in the harbor on moorings or in 
slips. He also said the facilities are essentially ready to 
go, minus the handicap access equipment, which will be 
completed next week. 

Cormier is also hoping to be approved for 
two grants. The first, which is worth $100,000, would 
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replace the current metal mooring systems in the water 
with rubber ones. The second grant, worth $60,000, 
would be used to transport contaminated quahogs 
from the Taunton River and move them to areas just for 
recreational use. 

Fire Chief Thomas Joyce introduced the new full- 
time staff member on the department. Ryan Miller began 
in May, and since his induction, has been invaluable to 
the force according to Joyce. 

''Tie's truly been a major asset already," said 
Joyce. "Tie's very acclimated to this job. I can't speak 
highly enough of him." 

In addition to responding to routine calls. Miller 
has been essential in keeping all the equipment up to date 
and keeping the facilities in order. Joyce told the Board 
that Miller has received high praise from all officers in the 
public safety offices. 

Joyce said the majority of the equipment in the 
firehouse is in good shape, with the exception of one fire 
truck, which he will look to replace later in the year. The 
new fire truck will get the firehouse through the next five 
years before they have to replace another truck, Joyce 
said.

Bay Watch Decision Expected on June 28

So close, yet so far away. That describes Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals' final decision on the Bay Watch 
Realty's proposed affordable housing project. 

Bay Watch representatives agreed to yet another 
extension at the ZBA's June 14 meeting, postponing a 
decision on the 40B project that includes 60 rental units 
and 36 single family homes on a property west of Route 
105. The ZBAhas postponed a final decision three times 
since May; the public hearing had closed on April 5. 

The final issue holding up a decision is the failure 
of abutter Sherman Briggs to sign off on an easement 
agreement. According to Bay Watch legal counsel Ken 
Steen, the project as proposed includes two emergency

he'll sign it. I don' t know why he is dragging his feet/' 
Steen added. 

Chairman Robert Wedge said he would defer to 
Fire Chief Thomas Joyce. "Let's confer with him, and let 
him be the ultimate judge on whether he feels comfortable 
with that," he said, promising to get an answer from the fire 
chief within two to three business days. 

Committee member Betsy Dunn commented that 
in the decision for Bay Watch's previous 192-unit 40B 
proposal, the board did not require two emergency access 
routes. Dunn said she would have no problem accepting 
the language change. 

The board will meet with Bay Watch on June 28 to 
presumably settle the matter and vote on the project. 

In other business that night, the ZBA tabled a 
hearing for Frederic Rosiak, who is seeking to replace the 
front porch and carport on his property located at 294 Front 
St. 

Rosiak originally presented his application to the 
board on May 17, but they needed plans from a certified 
engineer to proceed. 

However, Rosiak's renderings at the June 14 
meeting also failed to pass muster.

removal of a tree on the property due to visibility issues. 

Rosiak strongly advocated for preserving the 
tree, offering to prune it as needed. Wedge said he would 
speak to Miller on that matter. 

In addition to his desire to build a porch that 
conforms to historical architecture, Rosiak spoke plainly 
on his reason for pursuing the project. He specifically 
said he wanted to create a place to sit out front, because 
the back of his property "smells like rubber.''

that is much smaller in scope than the previous proposal. 
Instead of 2,670 square feet, the cottage would be 2,300 
square feet with the originally proposed patio removed 
from the plans. Most importantly, the house would be 
rebuilt on a different footprint to increase the setback. 

"We've created as much space as possible," 
Davignon said. 

The board closed the hearing but did not 
deliberate on the case. It has 90 days to render a decision. 

In a final note that evening. Wedge disclosed 
that a previous applicant - Robert McNamara - filed a 
complaint with the Attorney General's office that the ZBA 
had violated the open meeting law. 

The board had denied a Special Permit request 
by McNamara to raze and reconstruct a house at 19 
Shawondasse Road on May 10. The proposal was strongly 
contested by neighbors due to the scope of the project, and 
the questionable footprint of the structure. 

In McNamara's filing -which Wedge shared to the 
board - McNamara accused the board of discussing the 
case outside of the open meeting format. He claimed that 
board member Thomas Cooper told him to "lawyer up" 
and discussed the case with him inappropriately before it 
began. 

McNamara also claimed that the board did not 
properly advertize the deliberation of the case, and said 
he was told it was May 17 when a decision really occurred 
on May 10.

Commission met and held two public hearings. The 
Commission heard from Dave Davignon, of Schneider 
and Associates, on behalf of Henry and Judy Dejesus, 
who would like to build a house at 12 Hartley Lane. 
Many abutters felt the scope of the project could 
negatively impact the neighborhood, from infringing on 
property lines to affecting the drainage of the area. 

"There was a lot of concern among the abutters 
concerning the size of the house and location of the 
house," he said. 

Davignon went to the Board of Appeals and it 
was decided to move the house away from the property 
line to give more breathing room around nearby homes. 
"We've created seven more feet between the western 
property line and what was proposed," he said. They 
have also reduced the amount of living space within 
the home, eliminated an exterior covered porch, and 
scrapped plans for a raised patio. The Commission voted 
in favor of the amendments to the project. 

The Commission also spoke with Davignon on 
behalf of Dale and Laura Briggs, regarding a Request for 
Determination of Applicability to install a ground-level 
solar panel array that would include the construction 
of a gravel access road and chain-link fence around the 
perimeter. 

The array would require the removal of most of 
the vegetation in the area, which is why they are planning 
on laying down a layer of ground stone on top of gravel

Marion Planning Board

Concerned about the town's lack of future vision 
and coordinated planning, the Marion Planning Board at 
its June 18 meeting agreed that it may be time to develop 
a Master Plan. 

This decision followed a lengthy conversation 
on the Planning Board's role in helping craft a vision for 
Marion's future.

North said. 

Board member Steve Gonsalves likewise 
expressed frustration between the lack of communication 
between boards and committees.

room and talk about the things going on in town? We are 
all public servants, there is no room for bruised egos.. 
What are we doing here? We are complicating the simple.

Board member Patricia McArdle said that 
working on a Master Plan may be the way to galvanize 
discussion across town boards and residents to develop 
common goals. 

"At least we can get the ball rolling instead 
of talking about it ad-nauseum all the time/' Patricia 
McArdle said of pursuing a Master Plan. The board 
agreed that it would invite members from various town 
committees to discuss their needs at future meetings. 

"The intention is getting a common perspective 
throughout town by propping up common goals," said 
board member Tom Magauran. He stressed that such a 
plan would require clear and concise goals with definable 
metrics. The board agreed to tap into the knowledge of 
SRPPED, a regional planning agency, by inviting one 
of their representatives to discuss best practices and 
analytics next month. 

North stressed that community involvement is 
essential to comprehensive planning. 

"When there is no 'buy in' in the plan, it's plain 
dog food," he said. 

Chairman Jay Ryder suggested siphoning off 
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Patricia A. Black 
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a portion of future Planning Board meetings for its 
Master Plan effort. But he cautioned that it should not 
overshadow its day-to-day responsibilities. 

'There is a lot of stuff on the horizon right now. I 
don't think the town planning aspect is what should get 
lost in with all the other stuff., although it is a priority/' 
Ryder said. 

On the agenda also that evening was whether 
Marion should consider hiring a Town Planner. However, 
the suggestion did not merit much attention from the 
board.

Co-Ed Swim Team Proposed at ORR 

ORR District School Committee

A co-ed swim team, as a winter varsity sport, 
was proposed by parents at the ORR School Committee 
meeting of the Old Rochester Regional District, which 
was held on Wednesday, June 13 at the Tri-Town 
Conference Room at the ORR facility at 135 Marion Road, 
Mattapoisett. 

Citing statistics around swimming as a varsity

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sport, parent representatives Peter Johnson and Chrissi 
Gelson spoke to the committee and said that swimming 
is becoming more popular and that parents have been 
debating about sending their children to Bishop Stang 
versus ORR. Bishop Stang has a successful varsity swim 
team. 

Athletic Director Bill Tilden spoke and said that 
he was hesitant at first on the proposal, but after hearing 
the statistics and enthusiasm, he endorsed the proposal. 

"Swimming is the tenth most popular sport in 
high schools across the United States,'' said Johnson. 
''Between the Cape Cod Swim Club and the YMCA's in 
New Bedford and Wareham, we have over 80 swimmers 
in grades 3 through 8." 

Superintendent Doug White commented that the 
district budget is tight and that any new addition would 
have to be self supported for an extended time before the 
district could budget monies. 

The parent group estimated that a full winter 
season would cost around $15,000. The group hopes to 
start fundraising and have a one half year, the latter half 
of 2012 with a cost of approximately $7,500. The group 
plans to have a per child use fee of around $225 per child, 
guaranteeing a total of $6750 to get the ball rolling on 
creating a swim team at ORR. The cost would include 
meet, practice time, equipment, hiring a coach and bus 
transportation. The committee approved the parent 
group's effort to fundraise and begin the effort. The team 
would practice at the Wareham YMCA. 

School Committee Chair Peter Bangs presented 
certificates and library donations to three retiring teachers 
including Judith Johnson who is retiring after 25 years 
teaching English, Teresa Dall, retiring after 28 years 
teaching English and Ann Silva, retiring after 34 years. 
Silva was not at the meeting because she was chaperoning 
the Survival trip for the ORR students. 

White discussed School Choice, where out of 
district students can enroll at ORR. White gave statistics 
stating that in grade 7, there were 12 slots available and 27 
applicants, with 15 remaining on the waiting list. In grade 
8, 5 slots were available while 14 applied and 9 remain on 
the wait list. In grade 9 through 12, there were 13 slots

available and 53 applicants applied and 40 remain on the 
wait list. 

"This is a popular offering for those who live 
nearby the tri-town/' said White. ''This is one of the 
revenue sources we have to help us balance our budget.'' 

In other committee news:

To the Editor: 

Mattapoisett' s community of sharing dates from 
the time it was a village in the Rochester Township. 
Legends abound of residents who have shared in the 
town's ordinary everyday experiences, its meaningful 
experiences and in its world of nature. 

Howard C. Tinkham has shared as much in 
Mattapoisett' s experiences as any current resident. Now 
nearing 91 -years-old, he has been part of the community 
since the turn of the 20*^ century. And his memories 
of the community and his gamily date from the time 
his family settled in Mattapoisett, just after the King 
Phillips War. Today he can cite the town characters whose 
travel was by horse and buggy. He relates to when the 
community acquired the new resources of electricity and 
the telephone; and when its sources of income were boat 
building, forestry and agriculture. 

Howard C. Tinkham, during his lifetime, has 
played a large role in the community of Mattapoisett. 
In his youth, he and his gamily harvested timber, ran 
a sawmill, raised vegetable crops and built a cranberry 
bog. During the 1960's, Howard served on the Finance 
Committee and on the Planning Board. In 2008, Howard 
donated the land with rights of way that now comprise 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Treatment Plant. Earlier, 
he granted the use of land to the Boy Scout Troop #53 
for what is known as "Camp Tinkham." He has been 
a steward of the lands and water resources in the 
Mattapoisett Village area known at Tinkham Town. 
In 2008, he received citations from the Governor, the 
State Legislature and the Board of Selectmen for his 
contributions to the Water District and his stewardship of 
the land. 

Each year since 1949, Howard has overseen the 
activities of the Tinkham Town Chapel, the Tinkham 
Town Helping Hand Society Meeting House and the Ellis 
Cemetery. Annually, he has stocked the wood fire stove, 
lit the kerosene lamps, maintained the foot pump organ 
and seen to the maintenance of the two buildings, all for 
the use of the community. 

These days, he still checks up on the Water 
Department and the Highway Department, keeps the 
Chapel and Meeting House going and manages to mow 
his hayfield, produce a garden of asparagus, beans, 
cabbage, squash and tomatoes. In addition, he continues 
to monitor the operation of a 3-acre cranberry bog. 

It would be fitting if a lifetime of service award 
were created to be given in the name of Howard C. 
Tinkham.

Standing up in front 
of a crowd of people trying to 
make them laugh is no easy 
feat. But for Marion native 
and ORR graduate Mike 
MuUoy, it's something he 
loves to do.

Yaeger, an enthusiastic music lover. He was a resident 
of Fairhaven and worked as a librarian for the New 
Bedford Public librarian for 51 years before retiring in 
1945 as a Chief Assistant Librarian. The scholarship was 
established in 1963 as a result of his will leaving money 
for scholarships to assist talented students in the fields of 
music, art, and library work.

Rock of Ages. Starring Julianne Hough and Diego Boneta. 
Directed by Adam Shankman. Running time: 123 minutes 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

It might have been cool to check out 
Rock of Ages, the original musical, when it pre- 
miered in L.A. in 2005. Its cast included, among 
others. Tenacious D's mighty warrior Kyle Gass 
and geek comedian Chris Hardwick. Aside from 
that, there's a lot that's artificial and, well, stagey 
about this material that probably worked bet- 
ter on the boards. On the screen, it feels eerily 
remote, and it spends what feels like hours on a 
down-in-the-dumps middle section that makes 
the last act of Boogie Nights look jubilant. The sto- 
ry is an extremely basic parable about the power 
of rock and the importance of not losing your 
soul to fame. Except for the second part, that was handled far 
more winningly in School of Rock, starring Tenacious D's other 
mighty warrior Jack Black. In fact, I would almost rather have 
seen School of Rock 2, picking up the kids ten years later, with 
Black as their manager. 

But enough about imaginary films. The actual film 
under discussion has moments of light charm, and if you 
fetishize '80s rock as much as I do, there are worse ways to 
spend two hours than to listen to the songs of (but generally 
not performed by) Def Leppard, Twisted Sister, Poison, Guns 
'n Roses, and, God save us all, Quarterflash. The thing is, if 
you're into the songs, you can listen to them at home on your 
iPod for free and not have to witness Twisted Sister joined in a 
contrapuntal shotgun wedding to Starship. The story involves 
two fresh-faced youngsters, Sherrie (Julianne Hough) and 
Drew (Diego Boneta), struggling to make it in L.A. and uphold 
the standards of rock, which in this movie mostly means 
hair metal and power ballads. When Drew, late in the film, is 
obliged to front a boy band, the pop they produce sounds not 
much different from the "rock" as it's arranged here. 

It's more than a little depressing that the '80s are long 
enough ago that 1987 is seen in Rock of Ages — and not entirely 
inaccurately either — as an era as desperately naive as the '60s 
era in Hairspray, an earlier and much better movie musical by 
Rock of Ages director Adam Shankman. Hair spray, by way of 
John Waters' original script, was rooted in something serious: 
the racism of the day. The new movie seems to riff on parents' 




and politicians' horrified reactions to heavy metal — Cath- 
erine Zeta-Jones camps it up as the mayor's wife, whose mis- 
sion is to shut down the Bourbon Room, where all the bands 
play. As a theme, it feels wan and dated, even though people 
like Zeta-Jones are still very much with us, except they go after 
rap and video games now. 

The two central kids sing well but are nearly com- 
pletely without interest dramatically, so our attention turns 
gratefully to the pros whenever they're on: Alec Baldwin and 
Russell Brand as the Bourbon's owner and his 
right-hand man, respectively; Paul Giamatti as 
a slimy manager; Mary J. Blige, who isn't asked 
to act much either but whose voice is power- 
ful enough to make up for it; and mainly Tom 
Cruise, as Stacee Jaxx, a dissipated rock god 
who's lost himself in excess. On the evidence of 
Magnolia, Tropic Thunder and this film. Cruise's 
real future as an actor — rather than as a grip- 
and-grin star and action figure — is in small, 
vivid roles as part of an ensemble. As Stacee (the 
role originated by Chris Hardwick), Cruise is 
weirdly quiet, coming up underneath his lines; 
the character is little more than a caricature, but 
Cruise breathes idiosyncratic life into it. (He's not a bad singer, 
either, though he and others — notably Malin Akerman as a 
Rolling Stone reporter — are likely autotuned.) Towards the 
end, when Stacee walks across a crowded room towards the 
woman who has (via the Foreigner ballad) made him know 
what love is. Cruise wears an expression of smitten torment 
that recalls his best work in the underrated Vanilla Sky. You 
may think he's a dingbat in real life but you shouldn't count 
him out as a force to stay interested in at the movies. 

There's a scene between Alec Baldwin and Russell 
Brand that almost redeems the whole overlong movie; you 
should look it up on YouTube in a few months. Bizarrely, Sher- 
rie is obviously named after Steve Perry's 1984 hit "Oh Sher- 
rie," but the song appears nowhere in the film (it did in the 
stage musical), though we get a few teasing notes of it. Your 
response to how the music is used in Rock of Ages depends 
largely on how seriously you take the music, how tangled in 
your teenage memories it is; the film kicks off with a dread- 
ful rendition of "Sister Christian," and generally any scene in 
which the characters are delivering the songs in the vacuum 
of a soundstage sucks the life out of them (except for the 
Baldwin/ Brand interpretation of "Can't Fight This Feeling," 
of course). In the few instances in which the songs are "per- 
formed live" — i.e., in front of an audience of extras — the 
music makes a little better sense and suggests why the stage 
musical might be a fun night out. The film, though, already 
feels like a made-for-VHl movie.
